— A continuous down- 
iMiur of rain today did not deter the big force <>f 
lalxircrs from continuing in their work of completing 
the irack over wliicli racing her«‘ will begin Janu- 
ary lo. Tlie inclement weatlier occasioned a goial 
bit of discomfort to tin* army of workers, and 
Hime were inclined to iliscoutinue. Init under the 
]»ersnasivness <»f Francis ,1. Pons, wlio w<irked as 
liard as anv of llii? men, the task eontimied in a 
satisfactory' uinnni'r and wlien <i»itting time came 
tiiere was 'considerable to sliow for the day’s effort. 
Tile oiMming will surely take place its per original 
scl.cdule, unless a deluge of several days’ duration 
should <H-cur. Tiie “t'ulebra (’ut” has been tilled 
to an e.\tent tliat teams are driving over it at both 
ends ninl the dumping of the dirt is now going on 
in smootlicr f.ishion. as tlie hatils for the forty-mule 
teams have been decreased considerably for the fact 
tliat thev now can work at iMttli ends of the till. 

The heavy downpour drove all tlie carpenters under 
slicller ami cnalded them to tacklt* the flixtring of 
the iMdting ring and the grandstand. Wliat this 
big army of builders did during the aftermxm was 
little short of marvelous and all tliat is now iiei'es- 
sary for the liig structure to be completed and 
tiirinsl over to tlie painters is the tinishiiig of the 
roof. 

.\rrivals of hors«‘s and horsemen continueil and in- 
cluded live cars of racers from t’<diimbia, S. In 
the lot were the horses owned l>y H. McCarren, 
J. F. 'I'holl. K. W. Moore, H. G. Bcdwell, J. I,. 
Holland and W. B. Carson. 

The task of erecting tlie fences around the course 

as entered ui>ou this afternoon and it is expected 
Ih‘ completed by Saturday at the latest. The 
•k is expected to reach a completed state in de- 
ail bv tliat time amt the horses will then have 
to gallop over it to their owners’ con- 
tent. Tim severe weatlier whiili has prevaileil here 
for nearly tlin’e weeks is showing little sign of 
alinteiiienf, but tlie managemenl has jio anxiety now 
on the score of the work lieing unfinished wliim 
Jainiarv lo eome.<. Tliere will be idelity to 1 h' done 
after t'he opening, but it is asserted tliat the plant 
will lie In more complete condition than was the 
l.aiiNd track for its opening. 

Tie' inaugural program Isiok of the first eiglit 
days’ racing was distributed to owners tills after- 
laHiii and was well rec«*ived by the liorsenn'ii. Tlie 
conditions show a diversified list of races under 
various I’onditions suitable to all sorts of hors<*s 
The ininiiniim imrw Is !f40tl. with a liberal sprink 
ling of $.KMi and purses.

Inaugural Handicap with a guaranteed value of 
Sl.rsht and Hie St. John Hotel Stakes, value ^l.OlNi. 

Alinouneein<'iit was made today by Kai-ing Secre- 
tarv Gerhardy that ai'ceptaiiees of two-year-old en- 
tries will not be had unless owners secure notii-e 
rpMii the .IiM-key Club that tbe names claliinxl liave 
Ih'cii approved. 

Kver.v train continues to bring here large delega- 
tions of horseiiien who intend to take part in the 
coming meeting and. unless res<Tva t ions have b.s-ii 
made, late comers are tiiiding it diftieult to secure 
(leslred aecomnnslaf ions at short notice. 



In racing no year passes without here and there an unconsidered horse winning at long odds in the 
ladling quotations. T<» many interested In the speculative side of racing, the hoiie of lieing some day able 
lo siHit and back one of these sufK-rlatively gmal things of tlie turf is an ever present point of fascination. 
I’.iil tlie fa«‘t is that these long-|>riced horses are usually unbacked, all concerii(*d lieiiig of the opinion that 
tlieir chances are not worth consideration in the face of op|H>sition apparently invincible. The longest 
liiice against a winner this year was in the inutuels at Churchill I>owns track, Ixiuisville, Ky., May l.'l, 
when Jack Parker in winning paid 201 to 1. In txiokniukiug the longest jirlce against a winner was 100 to 

I. laid against Charlie Rothschild, at Juarez, January 14; Oakhiirst, at Jacksonville, .Tanuar.v 1,5, and Elma.

Word comes from France that M. Edmond Blanc, 
one of the leading breeders of Europe, has purchased 
from H. .M. Ziegler the thirtoen-y ear-old American 
stallion, Hermis, by Hermence — Katy of the West, 
by Spendthrift, to replace in his stud the famous 
English stallion Flying Fox. rei-cntly deceased, for 
which $1.S!I.<KN>, the highest jirice on record for a 
thoroughbred, had Is'en paid. 

Hermis was known to .\merican race-goers as tlie 
“little red horse.” He was a first-class racer and 
won $.S4. 1.5.5 during his career, his record being 
twenty-eight firsts, eight si'comls and six thirds out 
of fift.v-five starts. He could liidd his own at three- 
quarters of a mile with the fastest sprinters and h* 
t-ould stay equally well in long distance contests. 
Is'sldes lieing an admirable weight carrier. Ainoug 
his notahle victories were the following;

Hermis |Kissess«Ml a splendid disposition. He is 
English-bred on one side and stoutly American on 
the other. H. M. Ziegler iMiiight him as a two- 
year-old at Latonia for .jCL.'MH) from (lots Bros., and 
after winning nearly $2.5.U(H> witli him as a thri-c- 
year-old. sold him in the fall of lfKl2 to V. Bell 
for $15.<MHi. In the spring of 1903, E. R. Thomas 
paid $t»<i,(Hio to .Mr. Bell for the horse. His racing 
career ended as a six-.vear-old in I'.Kio and he made 
his first season in the stud at Holmdel Farm in New 
Jerse.v in l!Mi7. .Vt the dispersal sale of the Thomas 
'horses during the Hart-.Vgiiew law agitation. H. M. 
Ziegler i-e-piirchascd lUrmis for the insignificant sum 
of He lias sired some useful platers during his 

stay in the stud in America, with limited opiHir- 
tunit.v. 

When Hermis won the Suburban Handicap of l!t04 
he defeated 'I'lie I’icket, Irish I.ad, I’roper, Major 
Daingerlicld and .\tricander, the greatest horses of 
that year. When he won the Test Handicap at 

Brighton a little later he took up 13.'i pounds to 
Beldame’s 115 and giillop<-d a mile, the last quarter 
on three legs, over a drying out track, in 1:;>8 flat. 
Ikddame was tlie fleetest three-yi-ar-old of either 
sex in 1!>04. .Vfter Hermis defeated her in the Test 
Handicap ut the Beach she went to Saratoga and 
beat Tile I’icket. .\fricandcr and Caughnawaga In 
the Saratoga Cup. Then slie came back to New 
York and beat Cioighnawaga and tla> great tlins-- 
year-old colts St:ilwart ami Drt Wells in the First 
Special at Gravesend. The following season — that of 
HHI.5 — she was the Suburban Handicap winner at 
ShiHqishead Bay. 

It is not gcncrall.v known, but a fact nevertheless, 
that Hermis bowed a tendon at Gravesend iu the 
spring of 1!MI4, while training for the BriMiklyn 
Handicap. He won the Brisikdale. Siiburiian and 
Test Handicaps of 1904 on that bad leg. He was 
so lame after defeating Ikddanie In the Test Handi- 
cap that it took jiH-key .\rtlnir Rcdfcrn ten minutes 
to get him back to tlic scales. Vet .4lex Shields 
siiccccd«-d in bringing him to the races at Brighton 
in 1 :mi 5 in condition to lake up l.’{2 pounds and win 
the Islip Handicap, one mile and an «dghth. In 1:5‘J. 

Hermis is already in France, whither he was 
transfei-red recently on account of anti racing legis- 
lation in this ciaiiitry.
